FOR TiR] LukDIESo 
Coconut Butter 

To melee one pound of butter, grate 
about 9 to 1 Soups of coconut moat eaid ex^' 
tract the milk^. The number of coconuts no 
ded will depend upon the size of the nuts 
■ and the ammcuiit of fat in the milk« 

Pour the milk into a flat howl or pai: 
and place it in the ice box* Let it stand 
overnight oaid skim the creani off* Let the 
milk stand until the- croqm rises again and 
skim^ Repeat the process a third time* The 
cream is used for raoloing butter, ojid the 
liqiiidleft has little food value so maj^ be 
thrown ai'foy* 

f/liGn a churn is not available the but¬ 
ter may bo laado by whipping the cream witl: 
a dover or electric mixer or boater* The 
cream thickens and. then the fok seperated 
from the milk* If^ the cream is very thick 
and there is difficulty in getting the fat 
to sope rate frera the liquid, add a little 
cold airater to tho cream while boating. 

When tho fat seporates and collects in lar 
go pieces, pour off^ tho milk* I'lork the hut 
with a wooden spoon or paddle to squeeae 
out all milk* wash the butter by pouring 
cold water over it. Continue this washing 
process until tho water remains clear. 

To salt butter, add 2 teaspoons of 
salt to each pound* 

To color butter. The seeds found in 
the pod of tho oMac ploaat, more- coimiionly 
called the lipstick plant, are used for 
coloring. To- about 1 teaspoon of seeds oak 
1 tablespoon of the butter and molt* The . 
seeds will color the fat a carl: orange* 
Mork enough of this coloring, into the hut . 
until the desired yellow is obtained* The 
scodm of -tlic lipstick plant contai:i viteme 
A but since a small amiaount is used very 1 
little vitomin A is oalded. 

Shape the butter into squares or pla. : 
in a jar. The butter has no coconut flavor 
aiid moy bo used as any other butter, Gocon 
butter melts at a-lower temporature than 
ordinary butter. Should the" butter melt k^- 
:Till return, to a solid after being in the 
ice box or ref rig,or'at or for a short tine, 
Tho butter milk or milk left after the 
butter is churnod may bo used in cooking 
but has a' dofinato coconut tlcavsrr*
